The Advanced Registry Department 


The Advanced Registry Department 
includes our breed improvment pro 
grams, that is, our official testing for 
production records made under Ad 
vanced Registry and Herd Improve 
ment Registry Rules and our program 
of official classification for type in 
comparison with the standard of excel 
lence for the breed. These programs 
are tremendously important in breed 
progress and future development. They 
provide the basic information needed 
by the individual breeder in the de 
velopment and improvement of his 
herd, ‘and the extent to which our 
breeders adopt these programs and 
apply the information thus obtained 
will continue to be a major factor in 
general breed improvement. We 
believe that at least 25° of our ac- 
tive breeders should be making use 
of these programs on a regular year- 
after-year basis. We are gaining 
steadily but we are far short of such 
a goal. Let us put forth our best ef 
forts to achieve this goal of 25% ac- 
tive breeder participation in our test- 
ing and type classification programs on 
a year-after-year basis. With such a 
vast herd of Holstein-Friesian cattle in 
the country, we need a much broader 
base of information for the selection 
and matings necessary for steady and 
continuous improvement of the breed. 

The figures which follow in the re- 


port for the Advanced Registry De 
partment cover a period of 15 months, 
October 1, 1950 to December 31, 1951, 
as we are changing to the calendar 
year basis for reporting these different 
programs and for publication of the 
Type and Production Year Book. 


Advanced Registry 


Advanced Registry records com 
pleted during the 15-month period 
ended December 31, 1951 totaled 4,511 
as compared with 3,402 for the pre 
vious 12 months. There were 1,472 
ten-month records, averaging 13,787 
pounds milk, 3.7% fat, and 509.2 
pounds fat for 300 days’ production 
for cows and heifers of all ages, and an 
average of 193 days carried calf. In 
the yearly Division, the 3,039 records 
averaged 15,734 pounds milk, 3.7% 
fat, and 584.6 pounds fat for an av 
erage duration of 346 days, all ages 
included. 


High Records

freshening at seven years, five months 
of age. She displaced Carnation 
Ormsby Butter King, our leader since 
1936, with her record of 38,607 pounds 
milk, 3.6%, and 1,402 pounds fat and 
exceeded the production of the Cana 
dian cow, Alcartra Gerben, whose rec 
ord of 27,745 pounds milk, 5.08%, and 
1,409 pounds fat was finished in 1945. 

Green Meadow Lily Pabst, a seven- 
year-old cow owned by Merle Green, 
Green Meadow Farms, Elsie, Michi 
gan, completed her astounding pro- 
duction of 42,805 pounds milk, 2.9%, 
and 1,246.4 pounds fat on 3X milking, 
and set a new record, displacing the 
former leader for milk, Carnation 
Ormsby Madcap Fayne, whose record 
of 41,943 pounds milk, 3.3%, and 
1,392.4 pounds fat as an eight-year-old 
on 4X milking was completed in 1942. 

In the life-time division, Pansco 
Hazel qualified for top honors for 
butterfat productiyn with her total 
production in 11 lactations of 258,301 
pounds of milk and 9,711.8 pounds fat, 
with promise of setting still higher 
records in the future. She has fresh- 
ened again and is going strong.

Royal 
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Selecting Sires For Artificial Breeding 


By FRED J. NUTTER 


After twelve years of close contact 
with organized artificial breeding in 
Maine I now find myself able to view 
the whole program somewhat objec- 
tively as I am no longer associated 
with it in any official capacity. I 
confess that I am somewhat in the 
same position as the man watching his 
mother-in-law driving over a cliff in 
his Cadillac car—I am watching 
it with mixed emotions.

It is generally 
recognized that the breed characteris- 
tics of our purebred cows are respon- 
sible for the good dairy qualities of the 
great dairy cattle. Conse- 
quently if we are to make further 
progress it must stem from better seed 
stock at the source. Thus, you people 
in artificial breeding associations 
should work very closely with the 
Breed Registry Associations if you 
hope to produce better animals. 
Seek the Seed Stock Breeders 
Unfortunately not all owners of 
registered animals are real seed stock 
producers. Some are commercial 
dairymen who keep registered cows 
because of their higher sales value but 
do not have sufficient interest or skill 
to contribute much toward breed 
improvement. Then there are the 
high artists who are more 
interested in promotion than improve- 
ment. Beware of these people because 
they may lead you to disappointment 
and discouragement. However there

These 
men are really the builders of the 
cows of tomorrow.

They may have 
hundreds of cattle or only a few, but 
in either case they are earnestly and 
honestly seeking for the superior germ 
plasm which is a slow laborious pro 
cess. I urge you to seek these people 
out, cultivate their acquaintance and 
work with them.

We will try to keep 
you posted 


The Michigan State Herds pioneered in Herd ‘Test work and several of them have completed 
23 consecutive years of this work. Others have done nearly as well but have had a few breaks 
during periods when we had trouble finding the right kind of help to supervise our inmate 
labor. These years of testing have given us a tremendous mass of production records for use 
in the planning of future breeding programs.

their limitations. Before any bull is 
put into an artificial bull stud where 
he has so much influence, either good 
or bad, on the dairy cattle of the 
region, he should be very carefully 
scrutinized from all angles. But, you 
say, there are not enough real out- 
standing proved sires to go around. 
Thus it becomes lower 
our sights realize that 
the “proved sire” published with a 
high dam-daughter comparison has 
very good advertising value for a 
Breeding Association. However, if 
this highly advertised bull is placed 
in the Unit, bred to 5000 cows or 
more, and then proves unsatisfactory, 
as happened in one case in Maine, 
the shoe is on the other foot. It’s 
better to be reasonably sure that the 
bull will transmit according to his 
proving before he goes ihto service. 
One Association has made a careful 
study of proper selection of young 
bulls.

A Great Responsibility 


I have used about all the time allot 
ted to me discussing the selection of 
sires because I believe the real value 
of artificial breeding is in providing 
wider distribution of superior seed 
stock. Without this as a foundation 
there is little point in bothering with 
the whole set-up. We have come a 
long way in a dozen years. About 
25°, of all Holstein calves registered 
in 1951 came from Artificial Insemin- 
ation and doubtless the other breeds 
are in like proportion. 


This poses a difficult problem for 
the registry associations as their pri- 
mary responsibility is to maintain ac- 
curate pedigrees. In this respect they 
must have the close cooperation of 
technicians, officers and members of 
the Breeding Associations. Records 
must be properly kept at the time of 
service. Fortunately, the blood typ- 
ing program advanced to the 
point where it can be used quite effec 
tively to determine questionable

CANADA EXPORTS 352 CALVES 
TO ITALY 

One of the largest shipments of pure- 
bred Holsteins ever exported from 
Canada left Montreal May 15 by boat 
for Italy. It included 350 choice heifer 
calves and two high class bull calves. 
These animals were intended as foun 
dation stock for the herd of Holsteins 
maintained by Count Gaetano Marzot 
to at Portogruaro. Included were re- 
placements for the 41 head burned to 
death when the plane carrying them 
crashed at Pisa last January. 

More than ordinary interest is at 
tached to this shipment since it is the 
first lot of Holsteins to leave Canada 
since the imposition of the foot and 
mouth disease embargo. 

The calves were purchased from the 
leading herds of Ontario and Quebex 
by Tom Hays and Albert Stagg of Oak 
ville, Ont. All were required to meet 
stringent requirements these including 
an average production on the three 
nearest tested dams of at least 16,000 
Ibs. milk on a mature three-times- 
a-day milking basis. They were also 
carefully selected for good blood lines 
and type. 

Both bulls are top notch individuals. 
One received from Fred Fawcett, 
Brantford, Ont. is from a dam with a 
365 day record as a seven-year-old on 
twice-a-day milking of 22,297 Ibs. milk 
and 909 Ibs. fat (4.08%). The other 
bull bred by Raymondale Farm, 
Vaudreuil, Que. and secured from R. 
C. Given, Georgetown, Ont. is out of 
a dam with 910 Ibs. fat from 22652 Ibs.
